They never heard the voice of God 
and did not wait on God for instruc- 
tions. I have an idea that Moses start- 
ed out with a great deal larger head 
than heart, and I believe that is the 
reason so many fail, they have a 
larger head than heart, and God has 
never used a man of that type. Moses 
said, Who am I? He was small in his 
own eyes, just small enough for God 
to use him. If you should ask an 
Egyptian who he was, he would have 
said he was the biggest fool in the 
world. He might have been command- 
er of the Egyptian army, he might 
have been on the throne as ruler if 
he had not identified himself with 
those poor miserable Hebrews, but the 





.Bible tells us that he had “rather 


suffer affliction with the people of 
God than to enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season.” When we learn the 
lesson that we are nothing and God is 
everything, then there is not a posi- 
tion that God cannot use us in. God 
could have spoken to Pharaoh without 
Moses. He could have sent Goliath but 
Moses was the man wanted, so God 
called him. Sometimes it looks like 
God’s servants fail. When Herod be- 
headed John. the Baptist, it looked as 
+f John’s mission was a failure, but 
was it? The voice that rang thru the 
valley of Jordan,.rings thru the whole 
world today. You can hear the echo 
everywhere “I must decrease, but he 
must increase.” He was holding up 
Christ and introducing Him and 
Herod had no power until ‘his life’s 
work was finished.

Make your message, and 
not yourself, the most prominent 
thing, stop and think what man would 
have missed if God had taken him at 
his word.

What would 
the twelve have lost if they had de- 
clined the call of Jesus? We read of, 
and pity those who went back and 
walked with him no more. Think 
what Orpah missed and what Ruth 
gained by cleaving to Naomi’s God. 
Father, mother, brothers, sisters, she 
turned her back on them all. Ruth, 
do you regret it? No. Ask Moses if 
he is sorry God called him, he will 
say no. When he stood on the Mt.

accused Him. 

When Herod failed to get an an- 
swer, as Jesus stood before him, as a 
sheep before her shearer is dumb, and 
opened not His mouth, Herod must 
have gotten mad, and undertook to 
make Him talk, and he and his men 
of war set Him at naught and mock- 
ed Him and redressed Him, putting 
on Him a gorgeous robe, and _ sent 
Him again to Pilate. 

Pilate and Herod both Roman rulers 
had been at enmity between them- 
selves, but when they became part- 
ners in procurat ng the Lord, they 
laid down their differences and _ be- 
came friends again, and Herod sent 
Him back to Pilate again. 

Christ Before Pilate The Second 

Time 

Christ is now before Pilate again 
the same day, and he calls together 
the chief priests and the rulers of the 
Jews, and the people and makes a 
speech before iiem regarding the 
innocence of Christ, saying, Ye have 
brought Him to me as one that per- 
verteth the people and I have examin- 
ed Him before you and found no fault 
in Him touching those things whereof 
ye accuse Him, in other words, in all 
the examination of the witnesses, 
Christ was not found guilty. He had 
not violated the law or harmed any- 
one, and Pilate further states that, 
Herod who had examined Him, had 
found nothing in Him worthy of 
death, but for the consolation of the 
Jews, Pilate offers to chastise Him 
and let Him go.

James 1:27, “Pure religion and unde- 
filed before God and the Father is 
this, to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to 
keep himself unspotted from the 
world.”

This experience is like one beginning 
to dig a well. If we do not dig deep 
enough the water will not taste good, 
so it is with our religion, if we stop at 
repentance, If we dig deep, we will 
strike good water, then why not dig 
down deeper than repentance. 


When a fellow repents, of course, he 
feels good, but that is just starting 
your well for water and never finish- 
ing it, so why not dig down till you 
come to sanctification and take a 
drink and see how it tastes. And lis- 
ten, a good drink of salvation will 
take out all sin, and cleanse the tem- 
ple from head to foot, and will make 
a “seem to be” religion a pure reli- 
gion.

Greetings in the precious name of 


our-Lord, On the 27th day of this. year |, 


I arrived in this Island City. I had 
come eleven hundred and eleven 
miles from home. I had thought that 
I didn’t know anyone here, but when 
I was here a while I learned of two 
people here whom I had known for a 
long time. Neither of these belonged 
to the Church that I had come here 
to serve. I met Sister Lazo first, then 
Brother Lazo, and after a few min- 
utes I met Brother and Sister Weech 
and it didn’t take me long to meet 
the rest of the members because there 
were only eleven in all. The second 
day I was here we had two very 
profitable services. In the first ser- 
vice some of the saints testified that 
God had. answered their prayers in 
sending me here and of course I was 
glad to testify of my profound delight 
to be here to serve the church.

We 
have had on an average of four or 
five services every week, and the Lord 
has blessed us in each service.

In the Spring we had our District 
Overseer, Brother S. F. Beard, his 
wife and daughter and Sister McInnis 
with us for a three weeks meeting.

At 
other times others have been added 
to the church and now we have twen- 
ty-one members and we expect others 
to join soon. We have sent in our 
monthly report, orphanage report, 
and mission money every month. 

Right now we are purchasing a 
church site, a good size building to 
be converted into a church, and a 
three room house. We are not paying 
all down; we are paying a third now 
and we have three years to pay the 
balance, The church here and some 
of our friends have given liberally 
but as we are few we still need about 
two hundred dollars to improve the 
building for a house of worship.
